is prohibited after April 20th. As the 


Truckee river treut do not get west of 
Wadsworth until the middie or later 


part of March, it only allows residents 


of the western part of the State a few 
days’ fishing, while in California the 
season commences April the first, ex- 
tending to Nov. ist. Under our pres- 
ent law we protect the fish while puss- 
ing up the river through our State to 
their spawning grounds in California, 
and amuse ourselves watching resi- 
dents of the latter State take them in 
without even a thank-you for our gen- 
erosity in giving them a safe escort to 
the California line. Perhaps it may 
be a fair exchange—their sawdust for 
our fish—but it looks as if the balance 
of trade is against us. The season 
should at least be extended to the 
middle of May or June first, as there 
are few if any spawning grounds io 
Nevada. Our present law is a decided 
failure, depriving us of nearly all fish- 
ing, and affording the fish very little 
protection. Isaac WALTON. 


The Lake Divorce Suit. 

The argument in the divorce suit of 
Lake vs. Lake was opened in the Dis- 
trict Court this morning by Mr, Vari- 
an, for the plaintiff.

He painted the defendant in tho 
darkest colors. Acts of the grossest 
cruelty were dwelt upon at length. 
The attention of the jury was called 
to certain evidence to prove that the 
defendant had struck the plaintiff, had 
called her vile names, had once cuffed 


‘her for breaking a saucer, and had 


been guilty of other acts of cruelty. 
The virtues of the plaiuvtiff were eulo- 


gized—her constancy, her devotion, 


her patience under affliction, her lorg 
suffering, her jealous fondness for her 
children. The courtship of Lake was 
feelingly described.

The Shooting of Robbins at Bridgeport,

Wife Murder at Bodie.

Job Draper was arrested on Satur- 
day for the brutal murder of his wife 
at a point on the road between Bodie 
and Mammoth City, and about four 
miles from Bodie.
